Urges Upon All of Us the Duty of Providing Jobs for About 450 Girls from Preparatory and Finishing Schools 


Our Young Folks so as to Keep Them in New England 


HANOVER, N. H., June 27—Nothing 
could be done that would be more 
helpful in building up New England's 
economic strength than for New Eng- 
land industries to develop ways and 
means of retaining in New England a 
larger proportion of the graduates of 
its colleges and universities, President 
Ernest M. Hopkins of Dartmouth col- 
lege, a member of the New Hampshire 
Division of the New England Council, 
declaired yesterday. President Hop- 
kins’ statement was made in comment 
upon the passage by the New England 
Council at its recent meeting of a 
resolution seeking increased utilization 
of New England college trained youth 
in New England industries. 

The resolution urged upon graduates 
careful consideration of the opportun- 
ities in New England, commended to 
employers “careful examination of 
their organizations in order to deter- 
mine the maximum number of em- 
ployment opportunities they can offer 
to the youth of New England,” and 
suggested to chambers of commerce, 
service clubs and other organizations 
“efforts to help our young people find 
in their home towns and cities the 
opportunities for employment to which 
they are best adapted.” 

Copies of the resolution, the Coun- 
cil announced today, have been sent to 
the presidents of New England colleges 
and universities, to New England 
manufacturers, and to chambers of 
commerce and other community or- 
ganizations. 

“If the human factor in industry is 
all-important, and if we are looking 
to the future of our industries, I know 
of nothing that would be more help- 
ful in “building. up our industrial 
strength than for New England in- 
dustries to study their situations and 
the worth of the opportunities they 
can offer to college trained men. 
Moreover, I believe due proportions of 
the future talent of this country is 
represented in New England college

constituencies,” President Hopkins’ 
statement said. 

“There is not a single state in New 
England but that has coileges, or a 
college at least, with a national repu- 
tation, attracting students from all 
over the country. These men come to 
New England and spend four years in 
collge here, but I think that New Eng- 
land does not keep the proportion of 
these men in New England that it 
might well keep if the advantages of 
industrial opportunities in New Eng- 
landwere made clearer to them. Many 
of the great corporations of the coun- 
try are making a practice of seeking 
out the best men of New England col- 
lege graduating classes each year, and 
offering them not only salaries as 
large, or larger than, anything offered 
by New England concerns, but also op- 
portunities to receive comprehensive 
training—practically an additional ed- 
ucation at the expense of the firm. 

“There is probably not a single col- 
lege in New England where there are 
not more jobs made available to the 
graduating class than there are grad- 
uates going into business. The desir- 
ability of the college man has become 
very much more completely recognized 
in industrial concerns of the country 
within the last few years than ever 
before, but New England industrialists 
as a whole are neither offering oppor, 
tunities for learning a business, nor 
are they offering opportunities for sal- 
aries, equal to those offered by con- 
cerns outside New England. The al- 
most inevitable result is that from the 
New England colleges altogether too 
large a proportion of the best men 
who might be available to New Eng- 
land industry are going out of New 
England, eventually to become strong 
factors in industry in other sections of 
the country. We ought not to be sel- 
fish in this matter but neither ought 
we to be blind. We need a larger 
proportion of these men than we are 
holding.”

TENNEY’S MERCEDES’ 
PRINCESS WINS GOLD 
AND SILVER MEDALS 


Mercedes’ Princess of P. M., fine 
purebred Jersey cow, owned by C. S. 
Tenny of this town, has completed a 
production record of 715.91 lbs. of but- 
terfat and 13,780 lbs. of milk in a 365- 
day official test. This exceptional rec- 
ord won both a gold and a silver medal 
from the American Jersey Cattle club 
for Mercedes’ Princess of P. M. 

She was started on this 365 day test, 
her first, when she was 4 years and 4 
months of age and made her record 
with calf. During her best month, 
this high producing cow yielded 178.58 
lbs. of butterfat. Her total yield dur- 
ing the test is equivalent to 895 lbs. of 
butter and 6,409 quarts of milk. 

Mercedes’ Princess of P. M. is the 
half-sister of Mercedes’ Bess of P. M. 
now on test in Mr. Teriny’s fine herd 
of Jerseys. Mercedes’ Bess is just 
completing a year’s test and during the 
first 352 days has produced more than 
175 lbs. of butterfat. She was started 
on her ‘present test at the age of 5 
years and 1 month. 

Mr. Tenny has four other Jersey 
cows on test at the present time and 
has been successfully doing production 
testing’ in his Jersey herd for several 
years. 


Grange Is Doing Things 
In the Old Bay State 


An interesting project is being 
sponsored by the subordinate Granges 
in Massachusetts, which are under- 
taking to furnish a “practice house” 
at the state agricultural college at 
Amherst, and for which purpose lib- 
eral sums of money are being raised. 
A new home economics building at the 
state college affords opportunity for 
the “practice house,” especially de- 
signed to aid young women in master- 
ing all'the details of practical house- 
keeping. The Grange plan to provide 
the necessary equipment, designing 
same as a memorial for which the 
Granges of the state will receive per- 
manent credit. 

One of the achievements in legisla- 
tion, for which the Grange in Massa- 
chusetts was responsible during the 
session of the legislature just closed, 
was the enactment of a law protect- 
ing a farmer who desires to cross the 
highway with a tractor, or other piece 
of motor farm’ machinery, or to take 
such machinery from one portion of 
his farm to another. Formerly it had 
been ruled that not even to this extent 
could a motor vehicle of any sort be 
moved on the highway, unless it were 
duly licensed and insured under state 
law, resulting in great hardship and 
large expense to many farmers. 

A red-hot race is on among Massa- 
chusetts Granges, for first place in 
membership size. Worcester and Pitts- 
field are running neck and neck, each 
having a Grange roll well in excess of 
600 partons. Third in size is New 
Bedford, while Fitchburg, Waltham 
and Nantucket are all nearing the 500 
mark. There are nearly 50,000 Grange 
members in Massachusetts, with fully 
a dozen local Granges having more 
than 300 members on their roll.
